He went to Bassia in 1870 to explore the 
mountains of the eastern Caucasus.

with that of editor and was connected 
with three papers In that capacity—the 
Tenth Legion, Shenandoah Democrat, 
and Virginian. 
Ho was a member of the 
Stato committee of tho Conservative 
party until 1875, 
was a Presidential 
elector on tho Democratic ticket of 1876, 
and the samo on tho Readjuster ticket 
in 1880. 
In 1881 ho was elected to the 
Senato as a Readjuster.

Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 25.—This city 
has been visited by a horrible calamity. 
The fire department was called shortly 
after 5 o’clock to the corner of Wall 
street and Noble alley and was bnslly 
engaged In extinguishing a fire, when 
an explosion suddenly occurred In the 
burning building. It was supposed to be 
gasoline, and no one was Injured except 
a lady Mrs. Marriot, who resided there. 
She was taken across the street to a 
houso occupied by William James, a 
bookkeeper.

crowd of spectators 
surged close up to the building where 
the' fire broke out, and when tho flames 
were got under control and the crowd 
was beginning to disperse another ex­ 
plosion occurred that shook the earth for 
several squares distant.

More Favorable—Less j 


Com plaint o f Slow C ollections. 
New York, Jan. 25.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says busi­ 
ness has a decidedly more favorable ap­ 
pearance. 
Colder weather has brought 
general Increase of activity and 'mprove- 
ment In collections. 
Heavy disburse­ 
ments by tho Treasury for bonds have 
brought easier money markets, and sev­ 
eral troublesome 
labor 
controversies 
have been adjusted. The prevailing 
sickness, though seriously interrupting 
trade and Industry in many quarters, is 
distinctly abating at tho East. 
Specu­ 
lation is still restricted and moderate 
in volume, while the payments through 
banks show a steady increase over last 
year's records, comparatively small at 
the chief cities, but exceeding 12 per 
cent at other points. 
The woolen business has been a little 
Improved for ail grades by the colder 
weather, and is fairly active for cheaper 
casslmercs and worsteds, with some gain 
in heavier woolens. 
But sales are still 
narrow and 
cautious. 
Cotton good 
movo fairly at firm prices, but the rise in 
the material begins to cause some dis­ 
turbance. The boot and shoe trade is 
rather better and orders for several 
months ahead are reported at Boston, 
with more buying of leather, while hides 
remain low and show no improvement. 
Tho trade in rubber goods is moderate. 
Lumber and building material are in 
steady demand. 
Tho coal trade Is made 
more cheerful by cold weather, but the 
unprecedented accumulation of stock 
will probably force another suspension of 
production, as storage is exhausted, and 
11,000 cars out of 20,000 in tho business 
are sr id to be on side tracks loaded.

the minor metals no material change is 
seen, though copper and tin are a shade 
lower. Tho money markets are easier 
at Philadelphia, St. Louis and Omaha,

Municipal or lo:el politics is destined 
to warm up a lit1 lo earlier than usual this 
spring, [sud already there is some quiet 
work being done in the interest of this 
and that individual. Heretofore party 
Mucuses and conventions have not been 
held until a few days previous to the 
election, generally the conventions being 
held on Friday or Saturday previous to 
the el cotton, leaving only one or two 
days for political campaign work. The 
Oshkosh Northwest era has made a syn­ 
opsis of tbe new election law, covering 
all points except that of registration, 
whioh applies to ail oities in the state 
outside of Milwaukee. Under this law, 
known as chapter 248, laws of 1339, the 
nominations are required to be made al 
least fifteen days prior to the day of elec­ 
tion. Not only will this neoesitate the 
holding of oaucusej and conventions two 
week earlier than has been customary 
heretofore, but it will force upon the 
people a campaign of two weeks between 
the nomination and election. Probably 
those who have found two or three days 
all too short to conduct a municipal cam 
paign will find a sufficiency ia two whole 
weeks of turmoil. 
The methods provided are the material 
features of what is known aa the Aus­ 
tralian system. Tbe synopsis given be­ 
low will be confined to those provisions 
whioh are applicable to the mnnioipal or 
charter election. 
Under this law the 
next election ta this city will be held 
after this fashion: 
The ballots will be 
provided at public expense, and the 
Barnes of all the candidates for ail tbe 
offices must be printed on tbe same bal­ 
lot Nominations of persons to be voted 
for may be made aa now by party o in­ 
cases and 
conventions.

party iv defined as an organization whose 
nominees received at least two per oent 
of the votes oast at the previous election.

Tbe official ballot must be printed in 
blaok ink on white paper of specified 
quality and be not more than 13% inches 
ong and not less than twelve indies 
wide. The names of all candidates mast 
be printed in alphabetical order under 
I be designation of tbe office for which 
they have been nominated, leaving suffi­ 
cient space at the right of eaob for 
voter to mark a cross. The county clerk 
is required to cause such ballots to be 
printed in sufficient quanti! ie?, designat­ 
ed in tbe law, and deliver them to the 
city clerk who shall distribute them to 
tbe election inspectors. 
The law also provides that the polling 
places shall be supplied with compart­ 
ments or shelves divided by screens 
where voters may mark their ballets in 
secret, and that a railing be bo placed that 
only those in the aet of marking their 
ballots or costing the same may approach 
within five ft et of tbe ballot box or the 
marking booths. Only those preparing 
ballots or in the act of voting and tbs 
challengers ore allowed witbi a said rail­ 
ing. OnAngnet 24th last the Gazette 
published diagrams showing how thee# 
election booths should be arranged. 
f be official bellote are supplied to the 
voters as they pass behind tbe railing 
by two ballot clerks who mast wnte their 
names or initials on the bock of eaob 
bellet, and only one ballot is given to 
each voter. On receiving boob properly 
endorsed official ballot the voter will re­ 
pair to one of the booths and prepare the 
same by marking an X opposite the name 
of eaob candidate he desires to vote for. 
He mast then fold the ballot lo u to 
leave the signature of the ballot clerks 
visible on the outside and present it to 
tho inspector to be cost. No ballot i? to 
be received by tbe inspector unless an 
official ballot properly endorsed by the 
signatares of tbe two ballot clerks. Tbe 
voter is .permitted, however, to bring 
with bim an unofficial ballot marked ta 
order to assist him in marking his offi­ 
cial ballot, bat such unofficial sample 
ball »t mast not be of the same calor or 
appearance os tbe official bello! aud can­ 
not be received and voted.
